THB FIftST RAILROAD 


An Interest inn Story of tha Man- 


ner of It* Construe i ion, 


Mr. Edward Keeling of Prinoeviile, 111, 


writes to tbe Canton Regttter ID regard 
to the construction of the first railway 
in Illinois. Tbe story IB interesting, and 
points a good political moral aa well. 


<1 saw an acooant in tbe last issue ot 


the Begiatet of tb9 building ot the first 
railroad in Illinois. I helped to build 
that road from Springfield to Meiedosis. 
It was commended in the Spring of 1638 
at Meredoaa and Springfield almost 
simultaneously and tbe grading wae done 
lor the distance ot seven or eight miles 
toward Jacksonville tiom each end of 
the line. The style in track-laying would 
be considered unique in these daya of 
railroad building and waa aa follows 
A trench was excavated about eighteen 
inches OD each aide ot the roadbed, a 
mudall ot sawed lumber .boat eight 
inches square wus then laid on each side 
and npon tbemndsille the ciosstiea were 
laid 
Upon tbe ties wae laid the trsnk, 


made of wooden rails BIX inches square, 
tenanted into tbe lies Ibrea inches deep 
and then wedged tight, Ttie tratk was 
then finished by the addition of on iron 
rait three inches wide and one inch thick 
with counter Bank holee and held in 
place by spikes s x inches long, driven m 
tbe top of the rail. 


"The wages paid the laborers who built 


that rood were from $12 to $15 per 
montb. Those were good old Democratic 
daye, you know, and "labor received its 


Bt reward." The road waa finished 


from Meredoeia to Springfield in 1311, 
tbe year after G-eu, Hsmeon was elected 
President over tL'artm Van Buren, Tbe 
road waa afterwards constructed on to 
Decatnr and from there to Terre Haute, 
Ind 
My home ivae then m Springfield. 


I make tbts statement to correct a num- 
ber of mifi.tatementa that have been 
published in regard to tbe traildicg of 
this road. The work was done under 
the supervision of Reuben Rndford, an 
'old timer" of Sprnefield and a good 
Democrat. He famished bis men three 
good "jiggers," or three-fourths ot a pint 
of whisky per day, wbicb be paid 25cents 
a gallon for In those days corn sold 
from 10 to 12 cents per bushel, and the 
farmer was glad to get that much tor it.

Naturally, 
though there ore 2,665,926 people in tbe 
country, the density ot tbe population ia 
not great. The people, in fact, are oloa- 
tered in various lively centers, and the 
provinces of Santiago and Valparaiso, 
which

and in about, 


tbe 
middle ot tbe 
narrow nation, 


have 
populations 
c isproportionately 


large, 
Santiago and Valparaiso, the 
cities, have respectively 200,000 and 105,- 
000 inhabitants. The figures quoted are 
from the latest official eeneue returns, 
Ia addition there are 5I>,000 aborigines 


d an estimated population ot 300,000 


individuals who were not counted. If 
these figures ate reliable tbe whole num- 
ber of Chileans, indndlcg those gained 
in the territories oonqierod frem Pern 
and tbe Argentine Republic, is about 
3,115,000. 


That these Chileans form & nation of 


ardent fighters is almost a proverb. They 
have bud numerous contests with their 
neighbors, ranging in character from 
petty squabble* to the dignity of genuine 
wars. 
Ibe war with Peru wae but a 


military slugging match, in which Chile 
did all tbe bitting, Tbe readineea of the 
people of this hot-tempered republic to 
fight hae been variously ascribed to the 
climate, the pnguacioni character ot the 
people themselves and the fact tbat tbe 
nation is intensely unified. Tbe national 
cohesion ia attributed, ot conree, to the 
nature of the territory and to its political 
gove rnment.

Ae tbe evidence aocumnlates the fact 


that the Democrat* are dishonest in I heir 
claims tbat Speaker Reed transcended 
bifl constitutional power as speaker of the 
house in counting—to make a quorum— 
those present who refused to vote, witb 
the object ot breaking a quorum.
